yond an expression contained in a letter 
which he made public tonight. 

The governor was expected to address | 
a meeting at the auditorium tonight, but | 
changed his mind, giving out the follow- 
ing in explanation for his refusal to at- 
tend: 

Sends Letter to the Meeting. 

“Hon. A. E. Willson—My Dear sir: In| 
view of the intense public excitement now | 
prevailing in this city, and the fact that | 
numerous. affidavits of good citit or hater 
been filed with me showing that there is 
grave danger of riot and bloodshed and 
that citizens will be prevented by force 
and fraud from exercising their rights of 
suffrage in this city tomorrow, and in 
view of the further fact that I have been 
called upon to act as chief peace officer of 
the commonwealth, I have concluded that 
it would be improper for me to deliver 
an eddress this evening. I wil] thank you 
to assure those who may kindly honor me 
by their presence that I-wiHfl remain in 
the city and see that every voter, irre- 
spective of political opinion, is respected 
in his right to vote and have his vote 
counted and the public peace protected 
at aj] hazards. 

“I do not intend to surround the polls 
with bayonets or intimidate voters. I do 
intend that they shall not be intimidated 
and will act promptly should necessity 
arise. Yours, W. O. BRADY.”

French Press Not Pleasing. 


The French press has been cheerfully 
announcing the issue of letters of marque 
by the Transvaal government and pre- 
dicts the havoc which privateers may 
work among British merchantmen and 
even transports. In this Paris journalism 
finds in part an explanation for the mob- 
{lization of the British special service 
squadron. The view taken by the Ger- 
man press of the same matter is interest- 
ing. Berlin journalism treats the sug- 
gestion of privateering with skepticism. 
The Vossische Zeitung says. 

“Privateering is no longer recognized by 
international law and the Transvaal is 
not in a position to issue letters of marque 
as it possesses neither ports nor har- 
bors. Attempts at privateering must con- 
sequently be regarded not only by Greet 
Britain, but neutral powers as unlawful 
warfare and to be treated as common 
piracy.”

GAINS SPINNERS’ CONFIDENCE 


Then Becoming Bolder He Leads His 
Followers Into Disaster, 


HAS CAUSED THE LOSS OF MILLIONS 


Falsifying Facts and Deftly Using 
Prcbabilities, He Has Done 
Great Harm, but He Is Now 
Discredited and Can- 
not Rally. 


New Orleans, November 6.—(Special.)— 
The article in the Atlanta Constitution 
of November Ist, on “Mr. Neill’'s Fake,’’ 
created a great stir here. Mr. Neill re- 
fused to discuss it or to say anything 
about it and will not say whether he 
proposes to issue another statement as to 
the crop modifying his former circulars 
as to the yield as long as that article 
stand:. He attributes the bull movement 
largely to Price McCormick & Co., who, 
he says are deeply and personally inter- 
ested in sending up the price of cotton, 
and claims that they have spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in sending out 
circulars and cablégrams on the subject 
of damage of the crop and he cited the 
case of 2 long telegram sent by the firm 
to a single dealer in Havre, in the hope of 
influencing the price there. 

But the general sentiment in New Or- 
leans, outside of the very small coterie 
backing Mr. Neill, and tinancially inter- 
ested in his prophecies is that he has 
wrecked himseif as a cotton prophet this 
year, and that he will never be able to 
recover trom the compiete failure of his 
estimates.

Holland’s Invention Tried and Proves 
Quite Satisfactory.

‘rine torpedo boat Holland was success- 


fully tested in Peconic bay, Long island, 
today. 

At the close of the test the members of 
the board of inspection, Rear Admiral 
Rodgers, Commanders W. H. Emery and 
Charles H. Rolicker and Nava) Construc- 
tor Washington E. Capps, shook hands 
with John P. Holland, the inventor, and 
congratulated him on his success. He had 
waited twenty-five years for victory. 

The Holland sank to a depth of ten 
feet while going at full speed, which was 
attained almost immediately. This left 
the tips of the flagpoles on her deck ex- 
posed. But for these it would have been 
impossible to have traced the surface. 
She traveled at the rate of eight knots 
an hour, making the distance from start 
to turning point in nine and one-half 
minutes. Arriving at the end of the mile, 
she shot to the surface, her turret coming 
into view. Ten seconds later she had

onds she corrected her course, having 
deviated only seventy feet from the true 
course, and fired a regulation Whitehead 
torpedo weighing 840 pounds, which whirl- 
ed true on its course. The return trip 
was made with equal success.

But It Is Worth Any One’s Life To | 
Venture in and Try To Get the | 
Riches of the Earth—But 
Few Signs of Civili- 
zation. 


Austin, Tex., November 6,—(Special.—If | 
there is any particular piace on earth that | 
is any wiider than the part Mexico | 
now being depredated by the Yaqui Indian | 
Warfare, that piace has not been located | 
unless it is the counterpart of No Man's | 
Land in west Texas. The Yaqui indians 
have their reservation in the spurs of the | 
Siera Madre mountams. These mountains | 
are caiied sputs by those living in that 
vicinity, though in fact they are very re- | 
spectable mountains. For hundreds of | 
miles in any direction that you choose to | 
turn and you find nothing but the Wiidest 
wilderness surrounding you, There is ab- 
solutely no hope heid gut to the city man 
for any of the sights of house tops that 
he loves to see. Mountains on every side 
of you and deep, narrow,dark and danger- 
ous looking gorges beneath you and there 
is little to encourage a man to go very 
deep into the recess of the mountains. 
There are hundreds of Americans, how- 
ever, who leave El Paso and piunge into 
these mountains in search of thai allur- 
ing commodity in this great world of ours 
—gold. During the past two or three years 
hundreds of Americans have disappeared 
in these mountain fastnesses and have | 
never been heard of since or at least until 
the last few weeks, and now they are 
pouring out of the mountain delils almost 
every day iike rais leaving a sinking ship. 
It is getting [Oo warm up in those dark 
recesses and thoSe narrow gorges for 
the average miner in search of weaith | 
and not bdioody Indian warfare. For 
awhile it was thougifit that the American | 
miners in the mountains would be able to 
hold their grounds by being neutral, but 
that is something the Indian knoéws noth- | 
ing at all about. For awhile the big | 
chiefs were abie to hold the young bucks 
in hand, and nothing but Mexican soldiers 
were s@iected aS targets to snoot after. 
One or two of such engagements, how- 
ever, and everything was at an end. The | 
young bucks iike the tiger has smelt 
biood and he was beyond any future re- 
Strain. He went charging and tearing 
through the mountains, laying everything 
in waste before him. Hundreds of the 
Americans in those mountain ranges with 
free grass and no fences to jnterfere, had 
begun the raising of vattle in addition to 
their mining prospecting and were hav- 
ing a fine iime of it up to the time that 
the uprising came. For awhile they stem- 
med the tide but only for awhile. The In- 
dians swooped down on some of the! 
ranches, laid the small adobe houses close | 
down against the sod and killed the men; | 
the women, as there were a few in some | 
cases, were taken away for a worse fate | 
than death. The miners and the ranch- 
men stood it for awhile, but not long. 
They are pouring out of those mountains 
now by the dozen and scarcely a day 
passes now that some new arrivals do not 
Swell the crowd gathering at the border. 

Each new arrival brings some tale of 
horror. The latest arrivals say that noth- 
ing that has been told so far can equal 
the true state of affairs. A. E. Thomas, | 
formerly of Lebanon, Ky., but who has 
been in the wilds of the west for the. 
past fifteen years, recently came out of | 
the mountains in company with some | 
other hardy westeners. He did not make | 
haste to get back to the border and he | 
only arrived there on Sunday, the 2th | 
ultimo, but he has a tale t otell that 
would well nigh make the uninitiated | 
skeptical of its truthfulness. He reports | 
that for the first few weeks of the war |

FEVER DISAPPEARS; 
BUSINESS RESUMES 


Quarantines Against Jackson, Miss. 
Have Been Raised. 


THE FEVER DID NOT SPREAD 


But the Effect Was the Same as if 
It Had Been Epidemic. 


VERY LITTLE BUSINESS WAS TRANSACTED 


Streets Are Thronged with 
the People. 


Jeckson, Miss., November 6.—(Special.) 
After being tied up for several weeks by 
a so-called yellow fever epidemic business 
in Jackson has again been resumed at 
the normal standard and the other towns 
have raied their quarantines against this 
city. 

The yellow fever this year was not of 
the spreading variety. Numberless per- 
sons who were directly exposed to pa- 
tients from five to fourteen days failed lo 
contract the disease. 
favorable circumstances, chief of which 
was the warm weather, augured a spread, 
but the infection for some mysterious rea- 
son failed to scatter. 

The effect, however, has been the same 
as though the city had been visited by 
a first-class epidemic. Little or no busi- 
nes has been transacted since the fever 
first made its appearance and trade legiti- 
mately belonging to the Jackson mer- 
chants has been captured by the trades- 
men in the small country towns surround- 
ing. Quite naturally the business men are 
feeling rather gloomy and freely express 
the opinion that the fever doctors and ex- 
perts are a body of sensation-lovers, while 
the state board of health is nothing short 
of a general nuisance. Three years of yel- 
low fever has had a disastrous effect on 
the business intcrests of Jackson, and as 
the infection has been accompanied by a 
surprising light mortality, it is safe to 
predict that an effort will be made to get 
the next legislature to rob the state health 
board of a portion of its dictatorial pow- 
ers.

Little Rock, Ark., November 6.—Special 


Correspondence.)—Major J. H. Paschal, 
of this city, hag secured a ten-year lease 
of the Stewart and May mines from the 
Philadelphia owners, and has associated 
with him gentlemen of ample means to 
develop and work the same successfully. 
They have secured also the services of 
an experienced miner to manage and take 
charge, and who has a force at work on 
the mines, and they expect, in the course 
of a few months, to be shipping three car- 
loads of the ore per week. These mines 
are situated in Sevier tounty and were 
formerly owned and worked by Major 
John D. Adams and other Little Rock 
people. Afterwards some Philadelphia 
people became the owners, and for a time 
mined and shipped several hundred tons 
of the ore to their smelting works in 
Philadelphia, but owing to the long haul— 
thirty-four miles—and the heavy freight 
expenses in getting it to market the 
margin of profit was small, causing them 


‘to shut down until better freight facili- 


ties and a shorter haul could be had. 
These mines are now only five miles from 
the line of the P. G. road, and 
with the greatly enhanced value of an- 
timony and the curtailment of expenses

PONVENTION OF THE PEOPLE WAITS 
ON ACTION UPON HAROWICK BILL 


Measure Providing for a Convention Laid on the Table in 
Committee on Constitutional Amendments, 


. 
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OG FIGHT AHEAD IN HOUSE 


The Issue Ralsed by Disfranchising Bill 
Is a Potent One, 


PROHIBITION BILL TO COME IN ORDER 


Another Effort Made Yesterday To 
Set the Measure as Special Order 
Brought Serious Objection. 
Important Bills Are 
Passed. 


The calling of a constitutional convén- 
tion by the legislature which was pro- 
vided for in a bill introduced by Mr. Ellis, 
of Bibb, at the former session, is to de- 
pend on the action of the house regard- 
ing the proposed amendment which elim- 
inates the illiterate and ignorant negro 
from citizenship. 

It was held by the committee on consti- 
tutional amendments at its last meeting 
that should the action of the house on the 
disfranchising measure be unfavorable, 
the principal reason for calling a conven- 
tion of the people would no longer exist 
and on this ground the committee voted 
to postpone its action and the measure 
providing for the convention will lie on 
the table indefinitely. 

In the house yesterday .Mr. Pace, of 
Newton, chairman of the constitutional 
amet dment committee, presented the fa- 
vorable report on the Hardwick bill at- 
tached to which was the minority report 
signed by three members, Mr. Harrison, 
of Quitman; Mr. Willingham, of Monroe, 
and Mr, Laing, of Terreil. The report of 
the minority simply stales that the under- 
signed disagree with the majority and rec- 
ommend that the house dispose of the 
disfranchising bill unfavorably. 

Important Issue Raised. 

The issue thus formed is regarded by 
every one familiar with the provisions of 
the measure, as the most potent and far- 
reaching to be presented to the legisia- 
ture. Other questions such as taxation 
may be regarded as of equal importance 
with the baliot reform measure and pos- 
sibly of greater significance ty all the 
people of the State, but while the legisla- 
ture is practically agreed that the tax 
system should be remodeled, there are no 
signs of unanimous agreement with re- 
gard to ballot reform. While the issue is 
clearly made on the Hardwick bill which 
openly provides for the disfranchising of 
the ignorant negro vote, the lines appear 
to be drawn rather on the methods 
through which reform is to be brought 
about than on the need for reform itself. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, the probable 
leader of the opposition in the house, 
stated in the committee room clearly and 
concisely his objections to the bill. He 
Stated that so far as the question of dom- 
inance Was concerned the white race ai- 
ready held undisputed sway in the state 
and he urged that the passage of a bill 
striking plainly at the colored vote would 
only widen the breach between the races. 

The friends of Uhe measure argue that 
the surest and best way to reform, is 
through the disqualification of the most 


ignorant class in the state and that wita » 


the negro whose vote is purchasable, out 
of the way, there will be no need for the 
establishment of the <Australian ballot 
System. 

The house is making progress on the 
measures coming before it and it is 
probable that the ballot reform bill as re- 
ported back by the committee will be 
reached for second reading tomorrow or 
next day. The opposition of those few 
members who hoid that the passage of 
Mr. Hardwick's bill would put the popu- 
lists in power in some of the lower coun- 
ties, can be overcome, it is believed, by 
the argument that some drastic reform of 
the ballot is needed and must come soon- 
er or later. 

Opposition to Prohibition wi). 

Again yesterday the request of Mr. Wil- 
lingham, of Monroe, for unanimous con- 
sent to set his temperance measure as a 
special order for Thursday, was turned 
down by numerous objections, The author 
of the bill is certain of a majority when 
the measure is placed on its passage, 
Since ninety-four members at one time 
last week voted to make it a special or- 
der, but the opposition will always be 
strong enough to prevent a suspension of 
the rules in the interest of the bill. 

in the senate yesterday the transaction 
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of business was interfered with by the 
absence of a great many senators, and on 
this account the roll call was dispensed 
with and the session was an unusually 
short one. 

The senate confirmed the nominations 
of Richard M. Jackson as judge of the 
county court of Oconee; Elijah Dupree, as 
judge of the county court of Pike; D. B. 
Nicholson, as solicitor of the Wilcox coun- 
ty court; John G. Hale, as solicitor of 
the county court of Dade; W. R. Callo- 
way, as judge of the Burke county court, 
and Fleming Jordan, to be solicitor of the 
county court of Jasper. 

Governor Candler forwarded the nomli- 
nations of J. B. Jones and A. J. Bowden 
to be judge and solicitor, respectively, of 
the Habersham court, to the senate yes- 
terday and they will be acted on in ex- 
ecutive session tomorrow. 


Severel Bills Pass the House. 


The session of the house was a quiet 
one, although a number of bills of im- 
portance were placed on their passage 
and favorably voted on. 

Mr. Willingham, of Monroe, immediate- 
ly after the reading of the journal, made 
his request for unanimous consent of the 
house to fix the temperance bill the spe- 
cial order for Thursday morning. In mak- 
ing the request, Mr. Willingham stated 
he was satisfied the housé had not ob- 
jected to granting a special order for the 
measure before because of any opposition 
to its provisions and ‘the would therefore 
ask that a day be set for its considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, raised objection, say- 
ing the temperance bill would come up in 
its regular order and that the granting 
of so many special orders had a tendency 
to delay the work of the body. Mr. Chap- 
pell ,of Muscogee, also raised objection. 
Mr. Willingham then withdrew his re- 
quest for unanimous consent and al] in- 
dications point to the fact that if the pro- 
hibition bill is acted on by the house the 
measure will be reached in the regular 
order. 

A bill of the highest legal sfenificance 
by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, was voted on yes- 
terday and passed without opposition. 

The measure gives the plaintiff in rail- 
road suits for damages’the right to bring 
the suit in the county of his residence 
at the time the cause of the action arose, 
provided defendant corporation has an 
office or place of business in such county. 
The first section of the bill as passed 
after amended by Mr. Laing. of Terreil, 
is as follows: 

‘““Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia and it is hereby enacted by 
authority of the same. that section 2334 
of the code of 1895 be amended by adding 
thereto the prov:isio: provided suit may 
be brought in the county of the residence 
of the plaintiff at the time the cause @ 
action arose if the defendant has at the 
time of the filing of the suit an office or 
place of business in such county.” 

The foregoing measure, which passed 
without opposition, was bitterly fought 
when it first came up last week by the 
ccuntry lawyers of the house, who claim- 
ed that the measure would discriminate 
against them and in favor of the city 
lewyers. No voice was raised in objec- 
tion yesterday, as the amendment of Mr. 
Terrell, given in the first section of the 
bill quoted, was taken to cover the point 
for which the country members were con- 
tending. 

Bill Adding to Trustees. 


Dr. Cariton, of Clarke, introduced a 
bill vesterday increasing the number of 
trustees of the state university at Athens 


_and adding to the board the president 


of the Georgia Agricultural Society and 
the head of the Georgia Horticultural So- 
ciety. both of whom the author of the 
bill thinks are entitled by their positions 
to be trustees of the university. 

(Mr. Harden, of Liberty, sent in a bill 
providing for the establishment of a uni- 
form series of textbooks in the common 
schools of the state, with the provision 
that the books shall be published by the 
state at its own expense. The bill is in- 
tended by the author to be a companion 
measure to that already before the house 
which calls for the creation of a state 
textbook commission. The two measures 
taken together contemplate a very de- 
cided change in the conduct of the com- 
mon schools of Georgia. The commit- 
tee on education, which meets this after- 
noon, has made the state textbook com- 
mission bill the special order for the ses- 
sion, end it is probable that both meas- 
ures will be corsidered at the same time. 
It has been represented to the committee 
on education that there is a growing 
discontent all over the state at the lack 
of uniformity of the textbooks in use; 
that children moving from one section 
of the state to another are not only com- 
pelled to purchase an entirely new set 
of books. but are thrown backward in 
their education by this condition of af- 
fairs. Should the committee report in 
favor of a uniform system and the estab- 
lishment of a textbook commission, they 
will have to consider the bill of Mr. Har- 
den. of Liberty, which provides for the 
publication of the books at the expense 
of the state. 


Restriction on Pensions. 


A bill by Mr. Singletery, of Schley, 
making it unlawful for any pensioner of 
the state who has been adjudged a luna- 
tic and confined in an asylum to receive 
a pension was passed by the house. The 
harshness of the measure was somewhat 
modified by the acceptance of the amend- 
ment of Mr. Jc#ason. of Bartow, which 
provided that the pension of a veteran 
who has been adjudged a lunatic shall 
be given to his wife or children. 

A bill by Mr. Emanuel, of Glynn, pro- 
viding for the relief of the estate and 
sureties on the bond of John P. Lamb, 
late treasurer of Glynn county, was pass- 
ed by the house. 

A bill was acted on favorably which 
provided for the payment to Mrs. King, 
of Houston county, the per diem accruing 
to her late husband, Representative King, 
for the full term of his office. 

Mr. Morriss, of Cobb, introduced a res- 
olution appropriating $300 to the office of 
railroad commissioner for the services of 
a porter and stenographer. The resolu- 
tion was acted on at once by the house 
and passed without objection.

SHORT SESSION OF SENATE. 


Meager Attendance Causes Tabling 
of Several Bills—Governor’s Ap- 
pesntments Were Ratified. 


One of the shortest sessions in the 
history of the senate was held yesterday 
and the entire time devoted to the dis- 
posal of business was less than one hour. 

All the appointments made by the gov- 
ernor and sent to the senate on Friday 
for confirmation were concurred in, while 
two others, made yesterday morning, 
were received in executive session and 
held over for the requisite one day for 
approval. 

Owing to the absence of a number of 
the members of the senate, all the bills 
which came up for a third and final read- 
ing were tabled for the time being. Seyv- 
era] of Senator Mann’s bills, chief 
among which was tnat regulating the 
term of office of the state geologist, were 
of the number held up. 

Only two new bills were introduced and 
both were referred to their appropriate 
committees after a first reading. 

The new appointments of the governor 
for county offices were: 

J. B. Jones, to be judge of the county 
court of Habersham county,r and A. ds 
Bowden, to be ‘solicitor of the same 
court. 

The appointments by the governor con- 
curred in by the senate in executive ses- 
sion are as follows: 

Richard M. Jackson. to be judge of the 
county court of Oconee county for four 
years, from November 18, 1899. 

Elijah F. Dupree, to be judge of the 
county court of Pike county for four 
years, from April 19, 1900,

TOWNSHIP BOND FIGHT AGAIN. 


Matter Will Probably Go to Federal 
Court. 

Columbia, S. C., November 6.—(Special.) 
The township bond fight is looming up 
again. At the sitting of the federal cir- 
cuit court in Greenville, S. C., consent 
verdicts were rendered against townships 
in Edgefield and Greenwood counties for 
large subscriptions made to the Atlantic, 
Greenville and Western railroad, which 
was afterwards known as the Carolina, 
Knoxville and Western. 

The state supreme court decided the 
township subscriptions in bonds to this 
road to be null and void, and the matter 
went up finally to the United States su- 
preme court, which decided in favor of 
the bondholders. Townships in Green- 
ville, Laurens, Greenwood and Edgefield 
counties are interested in the outcome of 
this litigation. There are others in the 
state that have equal interests in refer- 
ence to bonds voted to other roads. It is 
announced that Judge William H. Braw- 
ley will very shortly sign an order for 
mandamus to issue against the county 
auditors and treasurers of these several 
counties, requiring them to make a suffi- 
cient levy to pay the accrued interest on 
the bonds issued by the townships. An 
appeal will be made from the order for 
mandamus and the case will again ap- 
pear in the federal circuit court of ap- 
peals at Richmond, with the chances fa- 
voring a dismissa] of the appeal, .which 
will bring back the mandamus to treas- 
urers and auditors. It remains to be seen 
whether the attorneys for the townships 
can avert the disaster to their clients. 
The back interest will be several thous- 
and dollars to each township involved in 


addition to the ultimate payment of the 
bonds. 

An act of the legislature prohibits this 
levy and unless this is repealed the audi- 
tors and treasurers will probably refuse 
to make the assessment and levy.

OSBORNE LOSES 
DOUBTFUL FIGHT 


Savannah Solicitorship Acted on 
by Committee Yesterday, 


A ROCHE BILL 1S FAVORED 


Committee Votes To Divide he Two 
Savannah Sollcltarships, 


OSBORNE HOLDS OVER FOR HIS TERM 


Fight in Which the Legislature Is 
Engrossed, While Over in the 
Ccmmittee, Will Begin 
Anew in the House 
and Senate. 


The hkeated contest over the solicitcr- 
ship of the city court of Savannah, which 
has since the first of the season been one 
of the absorbing topics with members of 
the legislature was probably settled, so 
far as the house is concerned, at the meet- 
ing of the general ju‘liciary committce 
yesterday afternoon, 

The bill providing for the election of .a 
separate solicitor for the city court of $a- 
vannah was acted on favorably by the 
committee, after the adoption cf an 
amendment which makes the victory over 
Solicitor W. W. Csborne a doubtful ore. 

The action «f the committee will ac 
doubt control the action of the house on 
the bill, but the friends of Solicitor Os- 
borne entertain hopes that the defeat of 
the measure will be accomplished in the 
senate. 

The Chatham delegation in the legisla- 
ture is solidiy in favor of the bill and 
the three representatives of the county 
were an hand at the session of the com- 
mittee to urge the favorable report of 
the measure. Solicitor Osborne and a 
number of his friends and supporters, in- 
cluding Hon. F. G. duBignon, of Savan- 
nah, were also present, and Colonel Cs- 
borne, in a short talk to the committee, 
explained his position and the reasons he 
assigned for what he termed the attack 
made on him. 

Ancient Tenure in Chatham. 

For forty-three years the scleitcr of the 
Eastern circuit has perfo*med the cdulies 
of solicitor of the city court of Savannah, 
and for the last three years Colonel Os- 
borne, whose term expires in January, 
1901, has performed the duty of solicitor 
of both courts, as has been the custom in 
the past. The bill by Mr. LaRoche, of 
Chatham, provides for the electin§ 
separate solicitor of the city court, on 
the ground that the work of the two 
courts has come to such proposctions that 
one man, no matter what his cbility, 
could not fill the positions to the satisfac- 
tion of the county. Mr. LaRoche also 
produced statements designed to show 
that the salary of Solicitor Osborne was 
too great for a public officer of the coun- 
ty, amounting in 1898, he claimed, to fully 
$13,000. The author of the bill declared 
that Solicitor Osborne had been compelled 
to secure the services of an assistant, 
and that for thirteen months at one time 
he was absent from one court, while per- 
forming the duties of another. 

In reply Solicitor Osborne stated that he 
had had no difficulty in performing the 
duties of both offices and that as a mat- 
ter of fact he had never hired #n assist- 
ant. He was away from court, he said, 
for three months, taking a vacation on the 
advice of his physician, and while absent 
his place was taken by different friends of 
the Savannah bar. Solicitor Osborne pro- 
duced a statement from Judge ‘Jorwood, 
of the Savannah city court, in which the 
judge stated that the business of the 
court had been dispatched quickly and 
satisfactorily and that he saw no reason 
why the offices should be divided ty the 
legislature. 

The solicitor stated that while his earn- 
ings for 1898 amounted to $13,000, 


He asked that should the committce see a 
need for the division of the two sclicitor- 
ships, the people of Savannah be given a 
chance to express their will in the matter. 
“So far as I know,’ said Colonel Os! crne, 
“the people of Savannah knew rothing of 
the provisions of this bill until 1t was in- 
troduced in the house and telegraphed 
to Savannah. The people have jawver con- 
sidered the subject and tne solizitorship 
has never been made an ‘ssue at the 
polls.’’ 


Bill Is Amended. 


The bill of Mr. LaRoche, of Chatham. 
introduced by him, provided for the eiec- 
tion of a solicitor for the ef; court at 
once, thus lessening the salary and du- 
ties of Colonel] Osborne before the expira- 
tion of his term of office, which occurs 
January 1, 1901. 

Mr. Park, of Greene, moved to amend 
the bill by striking out that secticn pro- 
viding for the election of a city court so- 
licitor at once and substituting the pro- 
vision that the new solicitor should not 
begin his duties until January 1, 1901. This 
amendment was accepted without oppo- 
sition. An amendment by Mr. Bower, of 
Decatur, providing that the election of 
the solicitor should take place only after 
the people of Chatham had by vote ex- 
pressed a desire therefor, was defeated by 
a large majority. 

The vote on the bill as amended, that it 
should be returned to the house with the 
recommendation that it pass, was 20 to 15.

HIS ASSAULT UPON 


THE FALL OF A PROPHET OF EVIL. 

The fall of a prophet, under any circumstances, is a matter of note, 
but when the prophet is an agent of evil, his fall becomes not only an 
eccasion of comment, but of rejoicing. 

Such a prophet was Henry M. Neill, of New Orleans, whose oracles 
have brought disaster into so many homes, and whose scope of malicious 
survey covered an empire of territory. With the yield of cotton produc- 
tion on one continent, and of its extensive manufacture upon anotner, 
where actual buyer and seller could never meet to compare notes, what 
an opportunity was presented to the middleman! On the one side there 
were the owners of from $360,000,000to $500,000,000 of raw material; on tne 
other the mill owners with a custom calling for $1,500,000,000 to §2,- 
000,000,000 worth of manufactured goods; between them the adroit man, 
without capital, whose only stock in trade was gall and cheek, who made 
his profit by playing first to the one and then to the other, and ending up 
by playing both. 

To assail such a man as here described was no easy task. Through 
confidential approaches he had made himself to appear abroad as a person 

of affairs, with superior opportunities for knowledge, and even at home 
the importance which hedges around a man who has the foreign markets 
at his finger tips was not to be overlooked. To even whisper against such 
a man, or to doubt his resources, was to run current to the great com- 
mercial market, which, after all, stands upon so many weak legs. 

The appearance of Henry M. Neill in the cotton transactions of the 
south differed from that of the corn and wheat operators of the north and 
west. Hutchison, Keene and Leiter for brief pe- 
riods reigned as kings of speculation, but it was to 
their credit that even while they were cornering the 
food products of the world, they played kings in 
their own game, and pocketed the proceeds. Even 
the wheat and corn growers had reason to thank them, because under their 
manipulations prices went up and farmers of Kansas and Iowa were ena- 
bled to begin a career of mortgage-raising. With Mr. Neill, however, it 
was different. He was content with playing the ignoble role of Judas to 
the southern farmers in favor of foreign spinners, A commercial Judas, 
one who furnishes secret information, and what has now proven to be 
false information, is at once both a false prophet and a baffled leader. 

In the pursuit of their business, spinners, as well as men in other 
lines, have the right to seek all legitimate information which will as- 
sist them in the carrying on of their concerns. They have the right to 
ascertain the facts, but not to clothe Falsehood in the garb of Fact, and 
make a fraudulent use of a situation which they have called into play for 
the moment. The part of Mr, Neill was not to secure ascertained facts, 
but to make the largest possible use of empty probabilities, under fear of 
which the producer would be forced to part with his holding at less than 
its value. The difference between the price which would have obtained with 
the actual facts, and the price which did obtain under the created condi- 
tion, is the amount out of which the poor farmers of the south have been 
deliberately and consciencelessly robbed. 

But even if the conditions declared by Mr. Neill had been true, he was 
engaged in a bad business, bad in proportion to the strength of those 
seeking the farmer's little profits and to the weakness of the victim of 
such base commercial methods. Under the most favorable light in which 
Mr. Neill can be considered, he was playing the part of a commercial 

Judas, who undertook to deliver the hard-working producers into the 
hands of sharp men, who were as expert with trading conditions as the 
farmer was ignorant of them.

The condition of the cotton market during the past three years had 
produced a crisis in the south. There were more people in the world to 
wear cotton as well as to eat wheat, yet the wheat 
area was increasing at good profit, and in their 
weakness the southern farmers were talking of cur- 
tailing their acreage, with no promise of better prices 
even then. The disastrous effects of the fall of 1895 
drove our people into food crops. Wvery man knew that he had reduced 
his own cotton acreage. He could ride over. otlpr states and 
find that there the acreage been been reduced also. The United States 
agricultural bureau had ascertained the actual acreage to be at a figure 
which, in the absence of every drawback, an impossible condition, could 
produce not over 9,500,000 bales. But as droughts and local conditions may 
always be depended upon to cut off 1,000.000 bales of a possible crop, 
there was no good ground for looking for one larger than 8,500,000, Au- 
gust was reaching its middle, and cotton quotations were pointing to the 
disastrous prices of the year before. Wheat had been up for three years; 
corn had kept pace; cotton mills were stocked with future orders at 
prices in keeping with the generat market. 

But lint cotton was still trailing in the mud! 

The reason began to appear when Neill’s circular of August 12th was 
Though it bore that date, it had been for weeks doing its 
secret work. With the long arm of the assassin, this man had reached 
across into England and Germany, and with a backward movement, had 
inserted the knife into the vital interests of the country in which he 
lived. An estimate of 12,000,000 bales was enough to depress the market,

cotton would seek him at about 4 cents, and to create consternation in 
every humble home in the cotton belt. This, then, was the secret hand 
which had been doing the work. It was an evidence of wh@# one man 
with a purpose may do agafnst unsuspecting millions! 


—— 


A halt had to be called in this damnable work of ruining the agri- 
cultural interests of a whole people. Why should any man, no matter how 
strong his surroundings, be permitted to sit in a 
back room and play havoc with the prospects of an 
honest, hard-working people? It was somewhat of 
a leap in the dark which The Constitution under- 
took—a righteous one, but having its peril—when it 
determined to strip the mask from the face of the commercial Judas who 
sat in New Orleans as a demon of destruction. The estimate of Mr. 
(jeorge W. Truitt, of Georgia, that the crop would be 2,500,000 less tnan 
fixed by Mr. Neill, was made the basis of the movement, - and 8 cents a 
pound was declared to be the figure which should rule, The spinner could 
pay 8 cents and still make a royal profit out of his business, and 8 cents, 
therefore, was the price which should be insisted upon. Unfortunately for 
our people, there was an obstacle in the way of a fully successful cam- 
paign. They were in debt, and had September bills to meet, Their mer- 
chants were likewise in debt, and had bills in turn, so that the squeezing 
process was general. Under the influence of Neill’s prophecy, the market 
ruled low in September, and under. obligation of honor our farmers had 
to meet their engagements. If this condition had not existed, the cotton 
could have been held on the farms, and if it had been so held the spin- 
ners of England and Germany would have been crying aloud for the 
product at almost any price. But even as it was there was substantial 
gain made, and the price went up 2 cents a pound. Neill wriggled, and 
estimated and squirmed, but the men whom he had misled were in tht 
ditch, and it was entirely too busy a Sunday to try to pull them out. 

The campaign for higher prices went on merrily. A last effort upon 
the part of our commercial Judas to recoup the losses of some of his 
friends, who had stuck to him too long, was made whgn he made a re- 
vised estimate, and put the yield at 11,000,000 bales. The clown had played 
around the ring too long, and cries of derision was ail that met his ears. 
Liverpool had been bitten, and the prophet was, for all time, a fallen 
idol. The farmers had Had their first practical lesson in seljing their 
own cotton, and they liked the game too well to give up in one year. 

Even if the price of cotton had not budged from its August promise, 
the result, and an unexpected one, paid the full value of the revolution.

If Lancashire can pay 7 cents 
for cotton and transport it across the ocean, with half a dozen handlings, 
the local mills can pay 71-2 cents to keep it at home, and still meet their 
Lancashire friends at Hong Kong. A very simple lesson it was, and the 
more wonderful for its very simplicity. If Lancashire wants cotton on 
the ground floor hereaftea, the only way in which to get it is to locate 
somewhere between Virginia and Texas. Otherwise the railroads and

shipping companies will eat up all their profits. There were bankers, too, | 


like Mr. George Speer, of LaGrange, who invited the farmers to his 
bank as the best medium through which to settle up with their mer- 
chants, and thus hold their cotton back for a more favorable season. 
The merchants themselves, to the extent of their ability, joined in. For 
once, it was not the farmer’s cause, but the cause of all, and the enemy 
in New Orleans was regarded as the common foe, whose presence was a 
menace to the happiness and the prosperity of the whole people. 

The southern miller, of course, will want his cotton within prices 
which will enable him to make reasonable profit. The advantage of his 
presence, aside from those incidental to an enlargement of our industrial 
resources, is that being on the spot, he cannot be misled. If the crop is 
short, he knows it from his own surroundings, and will divide his advan- 
tages with those with whom he trades. If it is overly large, he will still do 
the best he can for us, and that is all our people ask. They call for no

to a summary withdrawal from public 
life, as immediately after the installa- 
tion of Governor Reynolds, the former 
was promptly confirmed as one of the 
members of his provincial council.

The city councfl at its regular session | 
yesterday afternoon voted down Council- 
man W. 8. Thomson’s motion for a 
reconsideration of the awarding of the 
electric lighting contract to the Georgia | 
Electric Light Company for a term of 
three years, by a vote of nine to five, and 
immediately after the meeting the alder- 
manic board in special session concurred 
in the action of the general council. 

The meeting was devoid of any sensa- 
tionalism and the only speeches made on 
the point were by Councilman Thomson 
for reconsideration and Councilman E. 
P. Burns against it. 

In ‘explanation of his motion for a re- 
consideration Councilman Thomson read 
a new and amended proposition from the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
which, he said, had just only been hand- 
ed him during the council meeting and 
which embraced an advantageous offer to 
the city. including the municipal owner- 


stip feature. 

The clause referred to was: ‘Should 
the city of Atlenta acquire its municipal 
lighting station and be prepared to fur- 
nish all of its street lighting at the ex- 
piration of three years, this company 
will agree to cancel its contract for the 
two remaining years, but will make no 
additional charge for the service over 
that named in its five year bid. Should, 
therefore, the city at the end of the first 
three years of the contract period, become 
the owner of its lighting plant. then it 
will have received its lights for = said 
three years at the same rate for both 
classes of lights as if the five year term 
had been completed. and it will thereby 
effect a saving of $4.441.65 per annum and 
$13,324.95 within the three years, and $22,- 
208.26 within five years over the propo- 
sition recommended.” 

No consideration was given the new 
proposition except a passing allusion by 
Councilman Burns, who stated that it 
would be manifestly improper to be in- 
fluenced by it, as it would only open 


up a new question that might never be 
extinguished—that of the introduction of 
similar propositions by both competing 
companies, ad infinitum. ' 

The report of the committee condemn-

Atlanta, Ga., November 6, 1899.—To the 
Honorable Mayor and General Council of the 
City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: In compliance 
with your advertisement for one, three and 
five year bids for the street lighting, this 
company filed on October 2d its bid in strict 
compliance with the advertisement.

The five year bid 
submitted by this company is about $11 per 
are light lower per annum than the ruling 
price heretofore paid by the city. 

While the city was asking for bids for this 
service, an ordinance was passed requiring only 
lighting and power wires within the fire Iimits 
to be placed underground within two years, 
and further prohibiting any new companies 
erecting aerial wires. during the two years 
You can readily seé the disadvantages: this 
ordinance has placed this company under as 
a hidder against the old company with its 
aerial wires already erected and no guaran- 
tee that they will ever be put under ground. 
This ordinance requiring wires placed un- 
derground conduits within the fire limits will 
force our company to make an expenditure of 
$200,000 or $300,000 grore than the aerial system 
would cost. 

Since the policy of the city seems to have 
been entirely changed as to letting long tern 
contracts, and it having been deemed proper 
to consider propositions that do not comply 
with the advertisement, we desire to suggest 
that in fairness to all bidders ‘that it would 
be proper to reject all bids and advertise for 
new bids to be received and acted upon at 
the next meeting of council for a stipulated 
price and for a term of three years. 

If you should also deem it desirable to make 
the operation of the ordinance requiring the 
underground conduits effective only after the 
expiration of the three year contract, and 
when the company having the present contract 
is required to place its wires underground, we
